The resolutions of tho majority (that there 
should be no further investigation) were 
adopted—yeas 44, nays 17, the detailed vote 
being identical with the positions reversed 
with that on the mivority resolution. 

There was slight applause when the result 
was announced. 

The senate then resumed considération of 
the sundry civil bill, beginning on page 76, 
and haé only got through three pages, when 
at 6G p.m, they took a recess from 6 to 8 
o'clock, 

The senate reassembled at 8 o’clock and re- 
sumed consideration of the sundry civil ap- 
propriation bill, which it discussed until 11:45, 
when it adjourned. The most important ac- 
tion waseruling out on a point of order, 
when theamendment of the committee was 
striking out the provision of $150,000 fer capi- 
tol terraces, and providing that all work u 
the capitol terraces shall be suspended till a 
further plan shall be submitted to congress; 
providing for committee rooms upon the west 
front of the solid terraces. This provision 
remains in the bill and the amount was in- 
creased to $175,000. 


THE OLEOMARGARINE BILL. 


The House Adopts the Senate Amendments 
--Pension Bills. 

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Mr. Morrison, from 
the committee on rules, reported a resolution 
ordering asession for tomorrow night for the 
consideration of public building bills. 

Mesers. McMillan and Warner, of Ohio, op- 
posed the resolution, thinking it of doubtful 
propriety for the house to order a session for 
the passage of public building bills when the 
land grant forfeiture bills could not obtain 
consideration. 

Mr. Morrison suggested that when a mem- 
_ber wanted to get away from any particular 
measure, he ran behind the forfeiture bills. 
The committee on public land at the beginni 
of the seesion had desired to have the rules 
fixed in acertain manner in order that it 
might have the right of way. This was done, 
but, not satisfied, the committee had in sea- 


heon and oit of seatOn demanded another 


change inthe rules, This change had been 
made and the committee had been out of sea- 
son ever since. [ Laughter. ] 

Mr. Henley moved to recommit the resolu- 
tion with instructions tothe committee on 
rules, to report it back, so amended as to 
provide that the evening session shall be for 
the consideration of forfeiture bills. 

The motion was agreed to—yeas 138, nays 
93. 

The house then went into committee of the 
whole on revenue measures, witha view of 
reaching the oleomargarine bill. In order to 
clear the track of unfinished business, being 
a bill to regulate the manufacture of vinegar 
from grain—Mr. Hatch, of Missouri, moved 
that it be reported to the house with a recom- 
mendation that its enacting clause be stricken 


out. 

The Randall tariff bill was the next upon 
the calendar, but at Mr. Randall’s request it 
was passed over. 

Then the «ommittee, by assistance of fre- 
quent reports to the house, proceeded slowly 
to set aside all revenue measures in advance 
of the oleomargarine bill, and when finally 
that bill was reached, the reading of its title 
was greeted with applause. 

In answer to a question asked by Mr. 
Browne, of Indiana, Mr. Hatch stated that 
though the bill had been reported back with 
the recommendation that the senate amend- 
ments be non concurred in, in view of tele- 
grams and letters which had been received by 
the committee during the past twenty-four 
hours, he had been instructed to concur inall 
the amend me nts, 

Mr. Dunham, of DJlimois, was accorded ten 
minutes in which to oppose the bill, and he 
intimated that the votes in favor of the meas- 
ure would be cast in order that the members 
might secure votes at the coming elections. 

Mr. Millikin, of Maine, rose to contradict 
this statemcnt,,but Mr. Dunham declined to 


yield. 

Mr. Milliken—Then you should not talk 
uneivilly. 

Mr. Gallagher, of New Hampshire—And 
you sbculd not make false charges. 

Mr. Dunbam—lI have not made false charges. 
I say that the object of this bill is to gain 
votes on the election, becaase it has been 
stated to me over and over again that mem- 
bers dare not vote against it. 

‘‘What are your motives?” asked a member. 

Mr. Dunham—I fought the bill for two rea- 
sous. The first because the bill is wrong in 
principle, and second, because it engages the 
government in striking down an industry 
which is more represented in my district than 
any otber; and I am here to defend the inter- 
ests of my district. 
Mr. Gibson, of West Virginia, opposed the 
bill as being opposed to every democratic 
principle, 
The committee then rose and reported the 
vinegar and oleomargarine bills to the house. 
The house refused to strike out the enacting 
clause of the vinegar bill and it resumed ite 
place on the calendar, 
The senate amendments to the oleomargar- 
ine bill was then concurred in—yeas 174, nays 
75. 
The bill now gees to the president for his 
acticn. ;

THE RIVER AND HARBOR HITCH. 
The Conferees on the Bill to Report a Disa- 
greement. 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—The conferees on 
the river and harbor appropriation bill had

ipg at apy agreement. Five of the amend- 
ments made by the senate form the main ob- 
stacle in the conference. Theseare items for 
the improvement of the Potomac flats, New 
York harbor, Sandy bay, the purchase of 
Portage lake ship canal, and the construction 
of the Hennepin canal, Although bat $2,000,- 
COO are appropriated for these improvements, 
yet the undertaking of the work would in- 
volye an ultimate total appropriation of 
$20,000,000, and as the house had not had an 
opportunity of passing on the items, the con- 
ferees on the part of the house have*determ- 
ined to report back a disagreement in order to 
test the sense of the body on the amendments 
in question. 


THE MORRISON RESOLUTION. 


Republican Senators Hold a Caucus upon 
the Measure. 


WasHineton, July 23.—It is now under- 
stood that the caucus of republican senaters, 
held at Senator Sherman’s house last evening, 
resulted in the appointment of a commi 
consisting of Messrs. Sherman, Allison a 
Aldrich, to devise a line of action with respect 


to the Morrison surplus resolution. It is said 
that expressions of views were widely 
divergent, but it was thought 


to be a political necessity that the senate com- 
mittee on finance should not ignore the reso- 
lution. The committee, it is believed, will 
seek to amend it, leaving to the secretary of 
the treasury same measure of discretion he 
now has over the matter and increasing the 
minimum of reserve to be left in the treasury. 
Members of the committee and all who attend- 
ed the cancus are pledged to secrery. 


THE PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 


Efforts of Maryland Authorities to Stamp 
Out the Disease. 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—By a recent law, 
the commissioner of agriculture is authorized 
to adopt such measures as he deems best in 
co-operation with the state authorities to pre- 
vent the spread of pleuro- pneumonia. 
land has acce the plans of the commis- 
sioner, an the work of stamping 
out the disease commenced yesterday. Three 
animals were condemned and killed, and pest 
mortem examinations in each case shewed 
unmistakable evidence of pleuro-pneumonia, 
Arrangements were made to kill all sick ani- 
mals found in the state of Maryland, the au- 
thorities having agreed to condemn all that 
are found infected. Other states are likely to 
consent to co-operate with the department. 


THE ROW IN MEXICO. 


Reports of the Subjugation of the Rebels 
Not Credited. 


TOMBSTONE, Arz, July 23.—Advices from 
Sonora confirm the belief which for some time 
has prevailed here, that Mexican reports of 
the complete subjugation of the Yaquis are 
greatly exaggerated, if not entirely false. 
Trustworthy citizensin good standing who 
have just arrived from Sonora, wherethey had 
every opportunity to learn the true facts, say 
Mexican army oflicers are thoroughly dis- 
heartened and disgusted with the Yaqui war. 
The Yaquis number about 6,000 well armed 
men and have defeated the government troops 
badly. About two hundred Yaquis have been 
captured and shot. Orders were given to 
shoot all Yaquis found. This order was met 
by a counter order by Cajeme to kill all Mex- 
icans. The result is that many more Mexi- 
cans than Yaquis have been killed. 

GuayMAS, Mex., July 23.—Advices from Ya- 
qui river report that a battle took place be- 
tween the Mexican troops and Yaqui Indians, 
yesterday. Colonel Lorenzo Torras, with 
three hundred men, while conveyinga provis- 
ion train from Medano to oarin 
met the Indians, who numbered 1,200, about 
one and a half Jeagues from Medano. In the 
battle which ensued, lasting three hours, the 
Indians were repulsed with a loss of 40 killed 
and 20 taken prisoners. These prisoners were 
immediately shot. Of the Mexicans Captain 
Arros and 9 men were killed and 20 men were 
wounded,

Fort Worth, Texas, July 23.—All day 
terday wagons loaded with families and their 
effects from the western counties were stream- 
ing through the city. Theyare ficeing from 
the dropght prevalent in western coun and 
bave come here in quest of work. They give 
most gloomy accounts of the condition of crops 
and the lack of water for stock. Hundreds of 
families are abandoning their cattle and homes 
and going eastward to keep from starving to 
death. The situation is critical. Rain sel- 
dom falls in that district during August, and 
by the time it comes there will be, it is feared, 
nothing left in the country.

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JUDGE GARY'S COURT. 


EVIDENCE ON THE TRIAL OF THE 
4 ANARCHISTS. 


oot Meetings Held in Basements, Where Incen- 


Ouicaco, July 23.—Every seat in Jadge 
Gery’s court room was occupied this morning 
when Franz Hein, the first witness in the an- 
archist trial, was called to the stand. The 

said he was a saloon keeper; that Neeb 
wasin his place of business, 354 South Clark 
street,on May 3, nud showed him a poster, 
which witness idgntified. It was in the even- 
ing when Neebh called; several men were in 
the aaloon; Neeb left copies of the circular on 
the table; he spoke about the McCormick riot: 
Nesbh addressed those in the saloon, 
im @ general way, and said that six 
or seven men had been xilled at Me- 
Cormick’s, Blood had flowed, Neeb said, and 
he added: 

“There will come a time, perhaps, when 
everything will go the other way.” 

“Revenge” circular was offered in evi- 
dence by the state and the witness turned 
over to the counsel for defense, who refused 
to cross-examine him. 

Professor Olsen, occupying the Greek chair 
at the Chicago university and also a German 
scholar, has made a translation of Herr Most’s 
book, “Science of Revolutionary Warfare.”

The afternoon work on the part of the pros- 
ecution, resembled nothing so much as the 
bailding of a great wall, on which, like solid 
courses of masonry, was laboriously and unal- 
terably deposited layer after layer of the most 
damaging evidence. Attempts at cross exam- 
ination were for a time despairtogly aban- 
doned by the defense, and when the practice 
of severely interrogating the state’s witnesses 
again commenced, there was noticeably a 
change inthe line ofattack. An entirely 
new theory of motives actuating Spies and his

He gave important testimony corroborating 
Informer Seliger’s narrative of meetings of 
the socialists, including the armed section, just 
previous to the throwing of the bomb in 
Haymarket. Neidereff was chairman of the 
meeting in Zeph’s hall the night before that 
event, and at which Seliger was secretary. 
Witness was not questioned as to details of 
the proceedings, which has been related in 
full by Seliger, but in a general way 
by incidental mention of minor 
particulars added much weight to the testi- 
mony of the man upon which the prosecution 
seem to chiefly rely. 

Officers Trepan and Sullivan followed Neid- 
erffo on the witness stand. They testified 
that on the evening of the formal opening of 
the new board of trade building they at- 
tended, in citizens’ clothes, the meeting on 
Market square, where Parsons, in a fiery 
speech, advised his hearers to use the rifle 
and bomb on members of the board. A 
procession was formed by a i crowd 
with the purpose of forcing its way into the 
board of trade. Mrs. Parsons was at the head 
cairying a red flag. Spies, Fielden and Par- 
sops were inline. A carriage containing a 
lady was attacked and the occupant severel 
injured by a brick thrown from the crowd. 
Both officers told how after the procession was 


turned back by the police, Spies, Par- 
sons and Fielden exhibited to

The Jury Brings in « Verdict of Divorce for Craw- 


Lonpon, July 23.—The case of Crawford 
against Crawford and Dilke was given to the 
jury this noon. They returned a verdict, 
finding Mrs. Crawford guilty of adultery with 
Sir Charles Dilke, and granted Mr. Crawford a 
divorce. 

The jury were absent twenty minates only. 
The decision is that Crawford is entitled te « 
divorce from his wife on the ground of adalt- 
ery with Dilke as decided nisi, by Justice Sir 
Charles Butt on February 12 last, the present 
case being simply a rehearing at the interven- 
tien of the queen’s proctor for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether the decree nisi should 
not be set aside on the ground of collusion be- 
tween Mr. and Mrs. Crawford om new evidence 
invalidating the wife’s confession. The jary 
finding im favor of Crawford, the proceeding 
confirms the previous decree and makes it ab- 
solute at the expiration of six months attach- 
ingtoit. This six months will expire August 
12, the decree nisi having been issued Feb- 
ruary 12, The queen’s proctor has been con- 
demned to pay the costs of the present.pro- 
ceedings. 

In his closing argument, Sir Walter Philli- 
more, for the queen’s proctor, urged the jury 
to believe that Mrs. Crawford’s whole confes- 
sion was concocted for the purpose of shield- 
ing Captain Foster. Justic Hannen’s sum- 
wing up is pronounced by the lawyers a model 
of clearness,compactness and impartiality. Bat 
from the beginning to the end it was decidedly 
against Dilke. It was delivered in a solemn 
and impressive tone and held the audience 
spellbound. 

There were no scenes attending the declara- 
tion of the result of the trial, although the 
people outside the court room received the 
announcement with some cheering. Crawford 
sat through the judge’s charge with his elbows 
resting on a table, his face buried in his 
hands, Dilke sat all the time with his 
fixed on the judge’s face, occasionally neddiea 
agreement to a judicial remark. 

After the verdict was rendered Sir Charles 
looked the picture of misery. He vanished 
immediately after the verdict was rendered.

THE CARTERSVILLE TRAGEDY, 


Hearing of the Habeas Corpus Writ in 
Court. 

CARTERSVILLE, Ga, July 23.—[Special.]— 
The court met at 4 o’clock ps m., to hear the 
habeas corpus case of Bill Puckett and others, 
charged with the murder of Bryant Strickland. 
The reading of affidavits was begun with the 
understanding that both parties should be al- 
lowed to make such other affidavits as they 
might procureduring thé hearing. The de- 
fense read about ten affidavits, the state 
twenty-one. Solicitor-General Harris then 
stated that the state’s case was not more than 
half completed, and that there was other 
strong 2ud important testimony which, in the 
limited time allowed by the court to get up 
testimony, they had been unable to get. 
Attorneys for the prisoners asked Mr, 
Harris who his witnesses were, 
end what facts he expected to prove by them. 
This auesticn Mr, Harris declined to answer. 
Tke ccurt then asked Mr. Harris substan: 
tially the same question, and he again de- 
clined to answer, saying he had employed 
every moment allowed in getting up witnesses 
and writing affidavits,and was only about 
half through. The court then said unless 
Mr. Harris would give the facts he expected 
to prove, he would not allow any further 
time. Mr. Harris replied that with all dus 
respect to the court, that he could not and 
would not state anything further than that 
the testimony to be obtained was important, 
and would go to show that the defendants 

guilty of murder: that 
was very hard to get 
witnesses to make affidavit for the state in 
murder cases, and he did not propose to give 
the names of his witnesses or what he expect- 
ed to prove by them, and thus afford the de- 
fendants and their friends an opportenity to 
notify the witnesses and keep them out of the 
Way. 

The courtthen ordered the argument to 
proceed, but at the conclusion of the first 
speech for the prisoner he adjourned the 
court till tomorrow at 1 o’clock.

Americus, Ga., July 26.—[Special.]—Your 
correspondent made @ pleasant trip to Lumpkin, 
on Saturday last, over the Americus, Preston and 
Lumpkin railroad. Mr. W. E, Hawkins, son of 
Colonel 8. H. Hawkins, the president of the road, 


accompanied your correspondent and added much 
to his comfort. 


The train left Americus at 2:20 o'clock p. m. 
With one eye your correspondent observed the 
good, bad and indifferent crops along the route, 
while withthe other he scanned the columns of 
THE CONSTITUTION for the latest news.

“baby,’’ and that it has brought about great 
chapges. The cities of these southwestern coun- 
ties deserve credit—great credit—for their pluck in 
buiding this road.

Afier finding everything in good order, at the 
shout of Colonel Frobel, we glidea downtbe track 
of the Macon and Covington for the first time. 


There were five of us, consisting 
of Colonel Frobel, Mr. Miller, assist- 
ant e_gineer of the road, Mr Fitten, 


the inspector of the road, Mr. Baker, our engineer 
aud your correspondent. 

After leaving the junction we traveled only 
moderately fast, as we desired to take a look at the 
track and the surruundings generally.

Free Technical Training. 

The young men of this section who are 
auxious to receive the benefits to be derived 
from a course of training in the mechanical 
arts have now an opportunity which they 
should hasten to take advantage of. 

Some years ago, the professor of mechani- 
cal engineering at Vanderbilt university, 
Nashville, arranged fora series of free lec- 
tures on technical and mechanical training, 
with limited shop facilities. The late Wil- 
liam H. Vanderbilt, on hearing of this, do- 
yated one hundred thousand dollars for the 
purpose of making this department a per- 
manent feature of the university. ‘This do- 
nation has enabled Professor Landreth to 
enlarge the department, and to provide it 
With proper instructors and machinery. 

This départment, with Professor Landreth 
as dean, will be in active operation at the 
beginning of the university year in Septem- 
ber, and will be ready to receive those who 
desire to take advantage of the course. The 
course covers two years, and unites class in- 
struction and shop work, so that the hands of 
the sterdent will be trained so as to bear di- 
rect relation to the training of his mind. 

There isno charge made for instruction. 
It is freely given to all who apply, and those 
who take advantage of it have no obliga® 
tions of any sort to discharge except- to ob- 
serve the rules. Itis the purpose of those 
who have charge of the fund to apply it free- 
ly for the benefit of the young men of the 
south who desire to receive a technical train- 
ing.

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A Ton of Good Advice. 

An esteemed subscriber in Alabama writes 
to us as follows: 

I have a sixteen-year-old son who displays con- 
siderable literary talent. He believes that novel- 
writing-is his forte. Would you advise me toen- 
coursge him in his aspirations? What would be 
the best education for such a boy ? 

Our subscribeér’s hopeful son is evidently 
a youngster of dangerous tendencies, and it 
is impossible to contemplate his future with- 
ont sad forebodings. Still, there is achance 
for such a boy, when he is caught young, 
ahd properly curbed and directed. Itisa 
mistake to suppose that when a youngster 
shows a literary bent he is past reformation. 
The First Napoleon, in his college days, had 
the scribbling fever. He went so far as to 
write a tragedy ora romance, and if is even 
recorded that he acted as a book agent for a 
short time. Fortunately, however, he was 
rescued before it was toolate. His love of 
literature reduced him to starvation. When 
he got down toone plate of soup for his 
day’s rations, and had to decline an ap- 
pointment because he had no boot’ fit to 
travel in, he had the good sense to throw 
down his pen and burn his manuscripts. 
Thus he escaped. poverty and obscurity, 
and made himself the foremost man 
of all this world. Take another 
case in point. When he was a raw 
youth of twenty, Jay Gould yielded to 
temptation and wrote a book. It was a 
perilous crisis in his life, but he tided over 
it. He took a survey of the situation, 
turned his back on literature, and made 
himself the Napoleon of finance. 

From these examples it will be seen that 
the young Alabamian is not irredeemably 
lost. If he is brought back into the right 
track he may be saved. Concerning the 
education to be recommended, our corres- 
pondent should be able to see his way clear. 
He cannot be blind to the marvelous strides 
which his state is now making in indus- 
trial development. He cannot be insensible 
to the progress of the new south. If he 
pauses to think a moment he Will see that 
the young southerner who has his hand as 
well as his head practically equipped for 
the work of the hour, has a bright destiny 
before him.

Bapegs and medals and the like sink fMto 
insignificance beside the magnificent trophies 
that were won years ago by Paul Morphy, the 
“king of chess.” Morphy is in his grave, and 
the beautiful presents that his admirers gave 
bim are to be closed out under the hammer of 
the auctioneer in the settlement of the estate. 
The trophies are on exhibition in New Or- 
leans, the old home of the great chess player, 
and the Picayune is urging the people of the 
crescent city to see] to it that the relics which 
shed so much glory on the city do not pass into 
the hands of strangers. One of the 
trophies isa laurel, crown or chaplet, executed 
in silver, showing the foliage of the plant. It 
was mafeto encircle the head of the great 
player, and was presented to him by the Union 
Chess club of New York in 1859, The hand- 
some case which contains it bears a legend 
which shows who were its donors. The work 
is beautifully designed and wrought. 
Chief of the magnificent rel- 
ies, according to the Picayune, is 
a chess board and men in gold, silver 
and jewels, the squarest of the board 
being alternately of these metals, while 
the opposing pieces are of gold and silver, re- 
spectively. They are of solid metal, exquis- 
itely designed, and each stands on @ base of 
red carnelian, which for the pawns is circular, 
ene inch in diameter, and for the noble pieces 
is oval, the longest diameter being ove and 
one-half inches. The design of the pieces are 
intended to express the opposing forces of civ- 
ilization and barbarism arrayed in order of 
battle. The gold pieces represent civilization 
The gold king is a statuette four inches in 
height and weighs three ounces. Royal robes 
fall gracefully over his armor; his martially 
defended head is tipped with an 
imperial globe; crown and scép- 
tre are at his feet; at his side a 
shield, the sword in his right hand, In the 
rooks or castles the artist adopted the Chinese 
design, flanking the rear lines with stately 
elephants, each bearing an eastern houdah, 
upon which an elegantly wrought eagle is 
spreading his pinions as if to pounce upon his 
prey. The eyes of both beast and bird are 
brilliant rubies. This piece is three and three- 
quarter inches in height and weighs five 
ounces or eighty gold dollars. The board isa 
square of twenty-six inches. The body of the 
board is of rosewood, the squares of ebony 
and choice mother of pearl. It is surrounded 
by a raised edge, ornamented by a single deli- 
cate line of inlaid silver, This present was 
made to Morphys by his admirers in New 
York and Brooklyn in 1859,

EARLY LYNCH LAW. 


How the Californians Administered Justice 
Way Back in the Forties. 
Sam Francisco Letter. 


The administration of lynch law at the 
mines was attended with a certain degree of jus- 
tice. Themeeting would resolve that “Mr.” So- 
and-so (a certain grim recompense was always ac- 
corded the prisoner,and he was spoken of as 
“Mr.” even up to the time of execution) be put 
upon trial for such a crime. A presiding officer 
would then be chosen and a juryof twelve men, 
who were sworn to give the accused a fair trial; 
the prisoner would be confronted by the witnesses 
with the privilege of asking questions, he would 
be permitted to testify in his own behalf, 
and throughout the proceeding would have 
nearly all the regularity in appearance of the 
proceedings of our courts, Probably also, if refer- 
ence is had only tothe particular Case and not to 
the system, substantial justice would stand as 
good a show as it gets underthe roofs of some of our 
eastern courthouses. Few criminals, at least, es- 
ca on technicalties. Possibly the ratio of cases 
in which the guilty escaped to those in which the 
innocent suffered was not as ten to one, but the 
juries were not infreqtently inclined to mercy; 
and if the accused was at a  disadvan- 
tage in being put upon his trial 
while the recollection of his crime was fresh, he 
would have the satisfaction of knowing that he 
was being tried by a ‘jury of the vicinage’’ to 
which the characters of the witnesses and himself 
were known, and that if the evidence against him 
should ‘prove insufficient he would escape unless 
his;reputation were such that he deserved hanging 
on general prmeipes.

“AT THE CAPITAL. 


A NECRO CONVICT ACCIDENTALLY 
KILLED NEAR DUBOIS. 


A toed of Buckebot from @ Guard’s Gun Pieroes 
the Unfortunate Criminal’s Heart—Fine Wa- 
termelone—George Brown in Atlanta— 

Tax Digeste—Bome Ugiy Weapons, 


Thursday morning, at the convict camp, 
owned by the Gress Lumber company, near 
Dubois, Tom Brooks, a negro conyict, thir. 
teen years old, was accidentally shot and in. 
stantly killed by a guard, 
Information of the killing was telegraphed 
Colonel John R, Towers, principal keeper of 
the penitentiary, immediately after it occur- 
red. He went to Dubois by the afternoon 
train via the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad, and returned yesterday at 
noon, From him the facts were obtained. 
The guards ab the camp owned by the 
Gress Lumber company watch the convicts 
from sentry boxes perched high up in the air 
upon platforms, ‘They are reached by steep 
flights of steps. The guard that shot Brooks 
was in one of the boxes. 
HIS NAME IS MITCHELL. 
3rooks, whose duty it was to carry water to 
the other convicts, went upto see Mitchell 
about a nickel] due the former from the latter. 
“T haven’t gota nickel,” Mitchell said, ta- 
king from his pocket some small change, “buat 
Ihaveadime. Takeit and get it changed 
and pay yourself,” 
Brooks took the dime and went off to zet it 
changed. In the meantime, Mitchell began to 
clean the lock of his shot gun. The gan was 
loaded with buckshot. Mitchell had it lying 
across his knees, the muzzle pointing down 
the flight of steps. Inafew minutes Brooks 
returned, and started up to give Mitchell his 
change. When about half way up, the gun 
wasaccidentally discharged. The entire load 
entered Brook’s left breast, piercing the heart. 
He fell back to the ground, dead. 
The sound of the gun 
CAUSED MUCH EXCITEMENT 
in the camp, it being thought that the con- 
victs were attempting to escape. Quite a 
crowd quickly collected, and found Mitchell 
bending over Brooks, almost crazy with grief. 
He explained bow the boy met his death, and 
then offered to surrender himself to the au- 
thorities of the county. 

When Colonel Towers reached the camp he 
found a coroner’s jury assembled ready to 
bold an inquest. Searching inquiries were 
made into the circumstances of the killing, 
resulting in a verdict of acaidental homicide. 
Mitchell was released from custody, and re- 
turnedtothe discharge of his duties, 

Brooks was from McIntosh county, He was 
eent to the penitentiary to serve aterm of one 
year for larceny. His remains were buried 
yesterday at the camp. 


Tax Digests.

THE CASE [AGAINST THORN, THE 
GROCER. DISPOSED OF. 


Hie Case is Called in Police Court—The Bvidence 
that was Adduced and the Argument by the 
Attorneys-Judge Andevsson's Decision in 
the Case—The Case Against Holjis. 


Charles C. Phorn, the Whitehall street gro- 
cer, was fined $500 yesterday by Judge An- 
derson for violating the prohibition laws and 
$25 for engaging in a personal difficulty with 
I. B. McCravy. 

Mr. Thorn did not pay the $500 fine, but 
appealed the case. 

The courtroom was packed full when the 
case was called. Mr. Thorn occupied a seat 
directly in front of Judge Anderson. He was 
attired in in a neat business suit, and evident- 


ly was considerably worried about the case. 


Mr. R. J. Jordon, his attorney, occupied a 
chair near by, while Judge Pendleton, the as- 
sistant attorney for the city, sat upon the 
judge’s left. Near Judge Pendleton was Cap- 
tain Moon, the prosecuting witness. The 
case was called, and Judge Anderson asked 

“Are you ready, Mr, Jordan?” 

“Yes, sir, we are ready,” answered the at- 
torney, as he arose from his chair. 

“And you plea?”—— 

“We enter a plea of not guilty, your hon- 
or,” said Mr. Jordan. 

“All right. Call the witnesses, Mr. Pen- 
dlcton,” remarked the judge, as he settled 
down into his chair in search of ease and com- 


fort. 

“E. F. McManaman in court?” asked Jadge 
Pendleton. 

“Yes, sir,” answered the gentleman. 

“Let the witmessescGome forward as their 
names are called,” said Judge Anderson. 

“John Gammon!” said Judge Pendleton. 

“Here!”’ answered the witness. 

“Horace Owens, R. C, Crawford, I. B. 
McCravy, J. R. Maxwell, Larry James.” 

All the witnesses answered when their 
rames were called and stepped forward, 

“May it please your honor we will swear 
them as we introduced them, if there’s no ob- 
jection,” said Judge Pendleton. 

There was no objection and Mr. McManaman 
was sworn. 

Mr. McManamanis a carpenter by trade. 


_He lives on Chapel street, and is generally 


known in Atlanta. 

“I have bought beer three times at Mr. 
Thorn’s,” said Mr. McManaman, “once I 
drank it in the store but the other two times 
I took it away with me, because they would 
not let me drink it on the place.” 

‘You say you drank in the store once, Mr. 
McManaman”?” asked Judge Pendleton. 

“Ne, sir, not right inthe store. I went 
there, I think, with Mr.J. R. Maxwelland I 
bought a quart of beer, for which I paid twen- 
ty cents. When I gotit the clerk told me 
that I could not drink it in the store but that 
I must step outside. As he spoke he indicated 
the back door and we went out and the clerk 
banded us the beer and some glasses, and we 
drank,” 

“Where was that, Mr. McManaman?” asked 
Judge Pendleton. 

, “What, sir?” asked Mr. McManaman. 

“IT wish to know where you drank the beer?’ 

“Just outside the back door under a shed of 
some kind. Wewere probably two feet away 
from the building. Not more I judge.” 

“Was that shed attached to the store?’’ 

“T am not positive, but I think it was.” 

“The clerk told you to go outside the door 
and drink it?” 

‘Yes, sir.” 

“Did you ever get beer there at other 
times?”’ 

“Yes, sir, twice besides, but Mr. Thorn 
would not let me drink it there, and I carried 
it away.” 

Just here Captain Moon tapped Judge Pen- 
dieton on the shoulder, and for a minute or 
two they engaged in a whispered conversation, 
during which every eye in the court room 
was uponthem. Thejudge then turned to 
the witness, and asked: 

“Mr. McManaman, I will ask you if you had 
a visit from Mr, Thorn yesterday.”’ 

“T did, sir.” 

“What passed between you, please?’’ 

“Well, Mr. Thorn came to see me, or rather 
he did not come to see me, but was with a 
gentleman who did come to see me, He ask- 
ed me about my visit to his store, and I told 
him all that passed and he did not deny any- 
thing. He said thathe had no intention of 
violating the law, and regretted that the 
trouble had occurred. He then told me some- 
thing about some borrowed. money.” 

“Then,.Mr. McManaman, you bought beer at 
Mr. Thorn’s and drank‘it there?” 

“Yes, sir, once.” 

“And paid for it?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“How much did you buy?’

“] bought beer from Mr. Thorn, or his clerk 
rather, since the lst and drank it in the store 
near thedoor from a glass given me by the 
clerk.” 

“When wasthat? Since the lst of July?’ 
asked Judge Pendleton.

Mr. Thorn then quietly arose and in a calm, 
quiet manner, made his statement. He told 
the court how he came by the license, and 
disclaimed any intention to,do any wrong or 
violate any law. He regretted that a case had 
been made against him. His statement was 
ju substance the same as the interview which 
appeared in THE CONSTITUTION Wednesday. 

“Do you wish to argue the case, gentlemen?” 
asked Judge Anderson, as Mr. Thorn sat 
down. 

“] wish to say, may it please your honor,” 
said Judge Pendleton, “that Mr. Thorn has 
clearly violated the law, and that such has 
been proven. In the first place, the county 
commission had no right to grant the license, 
and consequently Mr. Thorn had no license to 
sell by the quart or otherwise. The act of ’84 
says the county commission shall have the 
power to refuse or grant a license. Now, the 
general order to the clerk to issue license car- 
ries with it a delegated power which cannot 
be done. Then the act says that no county 
license shall issue in a territory where the 
town charges more than the county license, 
and such was the case when this license 
was issued to Mr. Thorn. Even admitting 
that the license to sell by the quart is good, 
we have shown that Mr. Thorn violated it by 
selling and allowing it to be drank in the 
store.”’ ‘ 

Mr. Jordan made an earnest appeal for his 
client. He declared that he had violated no 
law, and said that if the license was not good 
it was the fault of the clerk and not Mr. 
Thorn, who had paid forthem in good faith 
and was using them legally. He referred to 
Mr. Thorn’s visit to Mayor Hillyer for advice, 
and asserted that Mr. Thorn had exercised 
every precaution. He closed by asking fora 
small fine, if any were necessary. Mr. Jordan’s 
speech was entertaining. 

Judge Anderson summed up the case 
by saying he did not think any of the 
cou ty licenses were good, and that anyone 
operating under it violated the prohibition 
law. ‘I agree with Mr. Jordan when he says 
Mr. Thorn’s course been inconsistent,” 
concluded the ‘udge. ‘‘Let Mr. Thorn pay a 
fine of five hundred dollars and cost.” 

Mr. Jordon announced his purpose to ap- 
peal the case, and Mr. Thorn went down into 
the stationhouse-keeper’s office, Chief Con- 
nelly declined to allow him to leave the build 
ing*until the right of appeal had been grarited. 
Mr. Jordan drew his papers and then found 
that Judge Clark was out of tne city, and Mr. 
Thorn was compelled to remain at the city 
prison all night. Mr. Jordan madeevery pos- 
sible effort to secure his«lient’s release but as 
Judge Clark was not in the city nothing could 
be done, Tnis morning Mr. Jordan will go to 
DeKalb county and see the judge and return 
vase the papers necessary for Mr. Thorn’s re- 
ease, 


Fined Twenty-five Dollars and Cost. 


Immediately after Mr. Thorn’s prohibition 
case had been disposed of, he and Mr. Ms- 
Cravy were arraigned and asked to plead to 
the charge of disorderly conduct. The evi- 
dence showed that Mr. McCravy was passing 
along the street in the evening of the day up: 
on which the case was made, and Mr. Thorn 
approached him and asked if he intended to 
swear that he had gotten beer on the place 
and drank it. Mr. McCravy said he had done 
so and would so swear. This led to a dispute, 
and finally a fight, in which Mr. Thorn gave 
Mr. McCravy a blackeze. Judge Anderson 
disposed of the case by fining Mr, Thorn 
twenty: five dollars and cost. 


The Holgis Case Disposed of. 


H. Holgis and L. Singhoff, the two Germans 
who were arrested several days ago, charged 
with manipulating a blind tiger at 554 Broad 
street, were arraigned in police court yester- 
dsy morning. - Both defendants entered pleas 
of not guilty. There was abundant evidence 
te show that beer had been drank in Singhoff’s 
room, but itcould not be shown that anyone 
paid for it or that anyone received any money 
for it.
